To the Editor: 

The Massachusetts Medical Society will not release the results of a recent study it commissioned on health care. 

And what is this public health information that is so destabilizing that it should be withheld from the masses. 

Just this: We’re paying more than we need to for health care! 

But this is NOT news. It’s something we’ve all either known or suspected for years. 

The MMS study found that by rationalizing (i.e., all but eliminating) the health insurance bureaucracy, we could provide health care for every Mass. 
resident, for $Billions less per year. And it would be comprehensive coverage: primary care, hospitalization, dental, vision, prescription drugs, 


mental health, home health care, etc. Anything medically necessary would be covered. 


Cost is controlled by setting a “global budget” for total health care spending by the State. Can we afford this? The 18 nations that are most similar 
to us, i.e. industrialized “Western” Democracies, spend on average 44% of what the U.S. does, while covering everyone; so Yes we can afford it. 


MASS-CARE (the Massachusetts Campaign for Single Payer Health Care) has filed a bill which would implement this universal health care system 
in our State. The Joint Health Care Committee will hear testimony about the Massachusetts Health Care Trust (S.531, H.1947) on April 27. 

t is arbitrary and insensitive to withhold this information from the public dialogue at this time. Instead of being scolded, the MMS should be 
proudly brandishing this document, should be proud of the contribution their analysis will make to the discussion. 


So, please: Massachusetts Medical Society, release your Universal Health Care Study now!

Council for the Defense of Human Rights and Freedoms 
in Prishtina’s Report on the violation of human rights and 
freedoms in Kosava in the course of 1998 


As an aftermath of the consistent pat- 
tern and reliable attested human rights 
violation and organized state violence for 
many years now the Serbian regime to- 
wards the Albanian population in 
Kosava, the armed conflict burst out in 
the beginning of 1998 and covered half 
of the territory of Kosava. Hundreds of 
people were killed, massacred, sum- 
marily executed, wounded, reported 
missing, taken hostage, kidnapped, ar- 
rested, convicted, persecuted, and dis- 
placed. Many villages were looted, 
burned and destroyed to the ground. 
During the very same period, everything 
was destroyed in the regions affected by 
the conflict and there are no living con- 
ditions in the very same. 

The massacres in Likoshan, Qirez, 
Prekaz, Lybeniq, Poklek, Rahovec, 
Goluboc, Galica, and Abria shocked the 
Albanian and the worldwide public opin- 
ion for their wanton killings, cruelty and 
lack of any human feelings. 

During 1998, CDHRF has registered 
1,934 killed and mutilated Albanians, 
among whom 229 female, 213 children 
and 395 elderly. Among the killed, 436 
are unidentified. Due to the conditions 
created as an aftermath of war, CDHRF 
has evidenced 92 cases of death, among 
whom pregnant women, new-born ba- 
bies, elderly, ill people who lacked medi- 
cal assistance, etc. 2,626 Albanians were 
detained, among whom 1,260 people 
were kept in detention. 132 were con- 
victed, whereas 1,128 are still in pre-trial 
detention. 

During the very same period, 450 
settlements were burned, destroyed and 
looted. 41,538 houses, 1,995 business 
premises and other buildings were ru- 
ined, damaged, looted and burned. 
About 500,000 people were forced to flee 
their homes. 

There were many cases when the 
corpses of the killed were left unburied 
for months or were buried by police or- 
der without being identified. Such cases 
occurred in all the parts of Kosova, 
where conflicts took place. 

During the very same period, many 
storage, factories, mines, schools, and 
monasteries were turned into weaponry 
depots, investigating prisons, concentra- 
tion camps, where many Albanians were 
subjected to unprecedented brutality and 
torture. 

CDHRF received information on the 
missing and kidnapped on daily basis. 
From the beginning of the year up to Sep- 
tember, more than 1,440 persons were re- 
ported missing. However, after the Serb 
offensives, the local people and our field 
associates discovered dozens of victims 
killed or massacred during the.Serbian 
attacks, who were reported as missing. 
CDHREF has information that a consid- 
erable number of persons are in the Serb 
prisons. CDHRF has never regarded the 
list of the missing as complete as it was 
not in a position to confirm all the cases. 


By the end of the year, CDHRF compiled 
a list with the names of 605 people who 
went missing or were kidnapped, includ- 
ing whole families. The name of 42 Serbs 
and Montenegrins are reported in the list. 

Deeply concerned CDHRF has moni- 
tored all these events and has informed 
duly the public opinion, humanitarian or- 
ganizations and other relevant factors. 

The campaign of arrests, sentences and 
convictions continued in the course of 
1998. The District Courts of Prishtina, 
Peja, Prizren, Gjilan and Mitrovica, as 
well as the Military court in Nish have 
initiated the investigative and penal pro- 
ceedings and have convicted many Alba- 
nians under the charges of terrorism and 
threatening the territorial integrity of 
Serbia and Yugoslavia, charges which 
have been faced by the Albanians for de- 
cades. In the course of 1998, CDHRF 
based Prishtina has compiled a list of 
2,626 arrested person, of whom 132 were 
convicted for criminal acts. pursuant to 
Art.136 and 125. 1,128 are being kept in 
pre-trial detention. During the investiga- 
tive proceedings and while in pre-trial 
detention, those arrested were continu- 
ously tortured. As an aftermath of tor- 
ture, 7 violent deaths occurred in the in- 
vestigative prisons during 1998. Among 
those killed is Rexhap Bislimi, member 
of the board of the Sub=CDHRF in 
Ferizaj. According to the available data, 
14,905 persons were ill-treated in differ- 
ent forms, an average of 41 persons a day. 

The rights of the ill-treated were vio- 
lated in different forms. 17,413 such 
cases were registered. Yet we believe that 
the figures presented are incomplete as 
thousands of cases were not registered 
due to the lack of information, the fear 
and hesitation of those being ill-treated. 

Ever since the crisis in Kosova esca- 
lated and turned into an armed conflict, 
the Serb armed forces perpetrated extra- 
judicial executions and massacres not 
sparing even the women, children, eld- 
erly, or the ill. 

The mass killings of Albanians began 
in the villages of Likoshan, district of 
Gllogac, and that of Qirez, district of 
Skenderaj. On 28 February, an attack was 
launched in these two villages. The at- 
tack lasted 24 hours and a large number 
of masked Serb policemen, soldiers, and 
paramilitaries were involved in it. Heavy 
weaponry and helicopters were used in 
this attack. The Serbian Ministry of In- 
terior Affairs established an air bridge be- 
tween Belgrade and their bases in Kosava. 
Helicopters opened fire on the Albanian 
villages. Albanian civilians were killed 
and mutilated inside the houses. The age 
of the killed and mutilated is between 16 
and 70. Policemen went into the house 
of the Ahmetaj family (36 members) and 
forced them out. Men, women, and chil- 
dren were told to lie down. The men were 
separated from the rest of the group, take 
out of the yard, beaten and extrajudicially 
executed one by one. 


The tragedy continued on 5 March 
1998. At about 5 am, Serb police forces 
launched an attack on the villages of 
Prekaz I Poshtem, Llausha, Polac, Ma- 
rina, Vojnika, and Rakinica, district of 
Skenderaj. As a consequence of this at- 
tack, 46 Albanians were killed and muti- 
lated, of whom 20 from the family of 
Shaban Jashari. Among the killed, 15 
were children aged between 7-16 and 17 
were female. There were also elderly up 
to the age of 74. The victims were bur- 
ied by the police on 10 March. They were 
not buried according to the tradition and 
the autopsy was not conducted. 

During this period, there were incessant 
attacks in the regions of Decan and Peja. 
On 25 May, police and military forces 
launched an attack on the villages of this 
region. The attack resulted with the ex- 
trajudicial execution of 7 members of the 
Hamza family, | member of the Gogaj- 
Cacaj family and 1 member of the 
Delimetaj family in the village of Lybeniq 
near Peja. 

On 31 May, at about 1:30pm, Serbian 
police and paramilitary forces launched 
an attack on the village of Poklek I Ri, 
killing and mutilating 11 persons. Apart 
from the corpse of Ardian Haxhi Deliu 
(18), who was buried, the corpses of the 
others were loaded in a police lorry. Ever 
since, there are no information on their 
whereabouts. It is assumed that the 
corpses were buried in a mass grave or 
were destroyed in order to: tamper evi- 
dence. CDHRF believes that the skel- 
etons presented by the Serb media in the 
village of Klecka can be those of the vic- 
tims killed in Poklek. 

_ On 18 July, Serbian military forces per- 
petrated a massacre on the border zone 
with Albania. Women, children and eld- 
erly, who were trying to return to their 
homes, were massacred. This happened 
at the place called Rrasa e Zogut in the 
vicinity of the mountain huts in Junik. It 
is believed that at least 60 Albanians were 


killed. Whereas Serb media based on the’ 


military sources, claimed that over 100 
Albanians were killed. The number of 
the wounded is much higher. The corpses 
were still not given to their families. 
Their identities are still unknown. 

On 19 July, as an aftermath of a pre- 
meditated attack to the Serbian forces 
many Albanians were killed and wounded 
in Rahovec. Many women, children, and 
elderly, who had taken shelter in Sheh 
Muhedini’s masjid were massacred in the 
most barbaric way. The bodies of two 
professors and 6 other bodies burned be- 
yond recognition were found at the place 
called “Tuba”. CDHRF has registered the 
names of 150 killed people. Eye-wit- 
nesses Claim that Serbian police, military 
and paramilitary forces perpetrated 
extrjudicial executions. Many Albanians 
were reported missing, taken hostage and 
arrested, whose whereabouts are still un- 
known. On 22 July the Serbian authori- 
ties in Prizren opened two mass graves 


voking Albanians. 


in which they buried the corpses of many 
Albanians killed during the offensive in 
Rahovec. 

On 26 August, while fleeing in a trac- 
tor, 11 members of the Asllani family 
from the village of Ranca were killed by 
a Serbian tank. Among the killed, 8 were 
children and 3 were women. 3 men were 
wounded. 

On 16 September, on returning to their 
houses in the village of Dragobil, Osman 
Mete Pacarizi (60) and Fehmi Miftar 
Pacarizi (45) were caught by the Serb 
forces, taken to Malisheve and executed. 

On 25 September, Serb forces went into 
the village of Galica, district of Vushtrri 
and executed 14 men, mainly youngsters, 
and a woman. 

On 26 September, in the vicinity of the 
Magura tunnel, district of Klina, Serb 
forces separated several Albanians from 
the crowd of the displacement people and 
executed Smajl Millaku (72) and hfs son 
Sefer (49) from Ujmir. The very same 
day, 8 Albanian youngsters were executed 
by the Serb forces in Golluboc. 

On 27 September, in the Deliaj quarter 
in Abria e Eperme, district of Gllogove, 
the corpses of 22 members of the Deliaj 
family, including women, children and 
elderly, were found a kilometer away 
from their house. Diturie Deliaj, a 3- 
month-old baby, was found alive under 
her mother’s body. Due to the difficult 
living conditions, she died a month later. 

On 4 October, the mutilated corpses of 
Antigona (14) and Mihane Hysen Deliu 
(16) were found. Prior to being executed, 
the two were raped. 

Over 41,000 houses were destroyed due 


to shelling or fire. The mass destruction _ 


of the Albanian settlements show the aim 
of the Serbian regime to prevent the re- 
turn of the displaced, which leads towards 
the ethnic cleansing of Kosova. 

Fresh forces and heavy weaponry were 
redeployed in Kosova despite of the 
agreement between Millosheviq and 
Holbrook. Despite the Agreement for the 
withdrawal of the Serb forces from 
Kosova, we were informed that fresh 
forces and heavy weaponry were rede- 
ployed in Kosova. C 

A very grave phenomenon is the in- 
crease in the number of incidents caused 
by Serb civilians. 294 incidents occurred 
in the course of 1998. Serbian police and 
military forces have distributed weapons 
to Serb civilians. These heavily armed 
civilians parade through the streets pro- 
There were many 
cases when fire was opened on the Alba- 
nian houses. 

In the course of 1998, there was no 
single pattern of human rights and free- 
doms which was not violated by the 
Servian regime. 

The scarce of this violation will remain 
in the hearts and the minds of the future 
survivors or reflected in the minds of the 
people of Kosova.

Gas Prices Soar 


The O.PC. (Oil Producing Cartel) met earlier in the week to address the need for decreased oil 
production. The surplus in oil stocks have pushed oil and gas prices to almost record lows. To 
counter this problem, O.P:C. members have agreed to decrease oil production by 1.7 million barrells 
per day. They hope this production slow down will push gas prices up to $16-$18 per barrell. 

Skeptics are wary of the O.P.C.’s abilility to stick to the proposed agreement for in the past many 
O.P.C. members have “cheated” and produced more than they agreed to. However, since non 
O.PCC. such as Russia have agreed to also decrease oil production many observers are optimistic 
that members will fulfill their obligations under such peer presure. That will be left to be seen on 


Russia Stands by Kosovo 


Russia’s Prime Minister canceled his trip to the US on Tuesday when it became known that NATO 
forces will attack Kosovo. Russia has been a long time ally of the Serbs and disagrees with any 
military action against them. 

US's military support against Serb forces as well as the air strikes on Russia’s ally, Iraq, earlier this 
year has put a definite strain on Russian and US relations. However, with Russia’s financial woes 
and dependency on the International Monetary Fund and US financial support, Russia has yet to 
declare any out right animosity towards the US. 


April 1 when this agreement takes effect. 


Gen. Augusto Pinochet Extradited...Again 


Britain’s high court ruled that Pinochet’s status as a former head of state (Dictator of Chile) did not grant him immunity from prosecution for alleged crimes against humanity. 

This is the second time General Pinochet has been tried in London since his arrest in October. This first trial also ruled Gen. Pinochet to be unimmune from prosecution, however, after the ruling it was 
discovered that one of the judges had relations with one of the prosecutors and therefore the ruling was withdrawn. 

General Pinochet now awaits extradition to Spain where he will be held on trial for human rights abuses during his reign as Dictator of Chile. 


Ten Year Anniversary of the Exxon Valdez Spill

Ten years ago on March 24, the Exxon Valdez 
collided with a reef in Prince William Sound off 
of the coast of Alaska. If your memory has grown 
dull in the last ten years let me refresh it. This 
created a spill that spread crude oil over nearly 
10,000 square miles of coastline. This number 
should seem like a lot to you but to put it in bet- 
ter perspective it is roughly the size of Connecti- 
cut to Washington D.C...twenty five times. 

This spill also killed more wildlife than any 
other in history including marine mammals, 
birds, fish, and many miles of wilderness. The 
oil reached as far as 600 miles away from the 
wreck and contaminated 1,500 miles or coast- 
line. As for animals most affected by the sill 
were the large numbers of sea otters that once 
thrived in the region. Between 3,500 and 5,000 
sea otters died due to the spill. To this day they 


have not appeared in the numbers that once flour- 
ished. 

So you may wonder what Exxon has done to 
pay back the Alaskan ecosystem. Nothing. Ina 
court settlement Exxon was ordered to pay an 
undisclosed amount in the millions to pay for 
the clean up. How much do you think the vari- 
ous clean up groups have received from Exxon? 
To this day, ten years late they have not paid one 
cent of the settlement. 

So you might ask what has pedomne of these 
oil superstars. As if they did not destroy enough 
of Alaska they figure that they should try and 
demolish a little more. They are now campaign- 
ing to tap for oil within the Alaskan National 
Wildlife Refuge. This in turn would affect even 
higher numbers of animals than before, mainly 
the abundant caribou. They have assuréd the 


public that nothing of that caliber could happen 
again. Guess what? Congress believes them. 
Later in the year various congressmen and repre- 
sentatives are expected to allow seismic testing 
in the Arctic Refuge. This is the first step towards 
full scale development. 

Congress seems to believe the word of the oil 
company. Maybe members of Congress should 
be reminded that when the oil ships first started 
to use an Alaskan port, L.R. Beyon, spokesper- 
son for BP, was quoted as saying, “I am satisfied 
that tanker traffic to and from Port Valdez and 
operation of an oil port there, will not cause any 
significant damage to the marine environment or 
to fisheries”. Just look at how well that worked 
out. I guess creating an oil slick of 10,000 miles 
to Mr. Beyon did “not cause any significant dam-

age”. 


And speaking of major oil and gas compa- 
nies working to protect the environment, it 
seems that even gas companies are lacking in 
keeping the environment safe. On Monday a 
gas tanker truck over tumed on route 93 near 
Boston. Luckily there were no fatalities 
only minor injuries. Over 10,200 gallons 
of gasoline dumped onto the highway. En- 
vironmental crews did recover much of 
the gasoline but the remainder of it flowed 
down into storm drains. Later Clean Har- 
bors Inc. had to vacuum gasoline from a 
discharge point in the bay of the 
Dorchester Yacht Club. It seems that ten 
years after such an enormous disaster even 
gas companies of today cannot guarantee 
that the environment will not be harmed.

Beached Whale or Buffed Bod? 


Spring is here and you know what that 
means bathing suit season is just around the 
corner. YIKES! If your afraid that your go- 
ing to look like a beached whale this sum- 
mer, it’s time to get off your couch and get 
that body moving. Hey we gotta look good 
for the beach babes and muscle men, so 
here’s a few hints. 

What does it mean to be an ideal weight? 
Ideal weight varies from person to person 
and between the sexes, but there are some 
general guidelines. For women, allow 
about 100 pounds for your first five feet of 
height, then add five pounds for every inch 
over five feet. For men, 106 ponds is al- 
lowed for the first five feet, with six pounds 
added for every inch over five feet. That 
seems pretty easy doesnit it? But what 
about someone who is athletic, eats well but 
weighs a little more than is suggested? The 
extra weight may be attributed to 
athleticism. This formula is just a guide- 
line. If a person carries extra weight be- 
cause of muscle, they will be in much bet- 
ter health than a person who is caring their 
extra weight in fat will. 

Getting Started with Exercise 

To start an effective physical fitness pro- 
gram use these principles. Remember them 
by the simple acronym proverbs. 
Progression: The intensity and duration of 
exercise must gradually increase to improve 
the level of fitness. 


Regularity: A regular fitness program re- 
quires exercising the four components of 
fitness at least three times a week. The four 
components are: Cardiorespiratory endur- 
ance, muscular strength, muscular endur- 
ance, and flexibility. 

Overload: In order to obtain a training ef- 
fect, the workload of each exercise session 
must exceed normal demands placed on the 
body. Find your one rep max lift for each 
exercise, then set the amount of weight used 
during each exercise at a level that will 
cause muscle failure with 8-10 repetitions. 
Variety: Variety is the key to a lasting pro- 
gram because it relieves boredom and in- 
creases motivation and progress. The 
memory cells of your muscles will stop 
growing if you donit shock them occasion- 
ally with a change in your routine. 
Recovery: Alternating muscle groups ev- 
ery other day, or alternating hard and easy 
days for each component of fitness allows 
a muscles to repair and grow. Recovery 
can help avoid burn out and injury. 
Balance: Overemphasizing one component 
of fitness inhibits your overall progress. 
Include all four of the components on a 
regular basis to achieve proper balance. 
Specificity: Plan your training towards 
your specific goals. For example, increase 
your two mile run time or walk time.

Tate was dressed casually, the same way 
he wore his smile. He was comical and light 
in his response to the student’s questions, 
most of which he had been asked before. 

For many of the students, the experience 
was surreal, discussing face to face with the 
poet that they had just studied. 

After his visit with the Contemporary 
Poetry class, Tate gave a public reading of 
his poetry in the Blue Lounge of the Stu- 
dent Center, sponsored by the Worcester 
State College Honors Project. 

Tate was the winner of the second Tan- 
ning Prize, the $100,000 award for outstand- 
ing mastery in poetry. He has authored 13 
books of poetry, one Selected Poems which 
the Contemporary Poetry class at WSC uses 
in their study. This collection won the 
Pulitzer Prize and the William Carlos Will- 
iams Award. 

He has also published a novel, Lucky 
Darryl (1977) and a collection of short sto- 
ries, Hottentot Ossuary (1974). More re- 
cently his efforts went to editing The Best 
American Poetry 1997. 

Currently, James Tate teaches at the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts in Amherst.

instead off the elevator, park your car in 
the far end of the parking lot, and stand 
when you are on the phone. These small 
extra efforts can add up to increased muscle 
tone and to burn more calories. Walking 
up several flights of stairs is great exercise, 
since your legs lift the entire weight of your 
body at every step. It burns calories and 
provides an extra workout for your leg 
muscles. 

Experiment with fitness tools such as free 
weights, bands and steps to increase the 
challenges and add variety to your work- 
outs. 

Lifting weights helps tone your body, lose 
weight and build muscle endurance. 

To achieve a healthy active life style, add 
aerobic activity, lifting weights and eating 
lower fat foods more often. 

To tone muscles, perform 10-15 repetitions 
in one set, for 3-5 sets. 

To develop size, perform 6-8 repetitions in 
one set, for 3-5 sets. 

Strength training may increase bone den- 
sity and help delay or minimize osteoporo- 
Sis. 

You can achieve the same physical benefits 
from walking as you can from running. 


However, it may take up to twice as long 


to cover the same distance. 
Walking one mile only slightly burns fewer 
calories than running one mile. And itis 
less stressful to your body. 


To pick up you walking pace to burn fat, 
you should think about quicker not neces- 
sarily longer, steps. Let your stride come 
through naturally. 
Replace your athletic shoes periodically. 
After 250 to 500 miles of walking or run- 
ning, they lose much of their shock absor- 
bency and their treads wear down. 
When buying walking or running shoes, 
they should bend where the foot bends at 
the ball; if it bends at mid foot, it will offer 
little support. 

_Boost Your Metabolism 
Breakfast eaters tend to have a higher me- 
tabolism and therefore burn more calories 
during the day. 
Make sure you replenish your fluids. 
You can determine if you need to replenish 
your fluids by your urine. If it looks like 
apple juice, drink up! If your urine looks 
like lemonade, you are well hydrated. 
Muscles sore or injured? 
Treat your injuries with R.I.C.E. Rest, ice, 
compression, and elevation. 


Well, I hope these simple hints will get you 
started on the road to fitness and a hot bod.

Even those not really interested in art 
would have a hard time not finding some- 
thing of interest at the Worcester Art Mu- 
seum. Located about fifty yards from the 
Highland St. and Harvard St. intersection, 
the museum gives free admission to WSC 
students who present a valid student ID.

AIDS Project Worcester, Providing Invaluable 


Information and Support.

HIV and AIDS has been a topic of nearly 


constant discussion for the better part of the - 


last two decades. As a result, one would 
assume that society, and in particular the 
college community, would be well informed 
about the virus as well as local organiza- 
tions that can help. This is not the case. 
While speaking to students on campus, 
friends, and others with whom I interact on 
a daily basis I found that many were grossly 
misinformed, completely uninformed or 
didn’t know where to turn for help. We in 
Worcester are lucky enough to have a supe- 
rior organization that is dedicated to the 
spreading of knowledge about HIV and the 
caring for of individuals that are infected. 
AIDS Project Worcester, located at 85 
- Green St., is the most comprehensive HIV/ 
AIDS service in central Massachusetts and 
one of the most comprehensive in all-of New 
England. Providing service throughout 
Worcester County, Rhode Island and New 
Hampshire, offices in Worcester, 


‘Southbridge and Leominster, APW Offers * 


programs that deal with housing, adoptive 
and foster care for children, legal problems, 
‘prevention, nutrition, and substance abuse. 
They offer a Food Box hot meal program 
for clients, peer services, nine case workers 
to provide mental health services and sup- 
Port, support groups including the “men who 

_have sex with men” group and anonymous 
HIV testing Thursdays from 5-7 p.m.. They 
also offer special focus nights for testing 
including nights for women, halfway house 
residents and college students. 

I recently had the opportunity to speak 
with Charles Carnahan, the Director at 
APW, as well as two case workers, Michelle 

- Smith and Sandra Mannero, they all shared 
in my belief that most people hear so much 
and retain so little of the information that is 


provided to the general public about HIV. 
People still seem to cling to the old stereo- 
types of HIV infected people and say “Well, 
I'm safe.” “HIV does not discriminate,” 
Sandra said; If you could only see every 
walk of life that comes in here you would 
go ‘Oh, now I understand.” 

Worcester county is unique in that our 
infection rate in women in twice the national 
average at 51%, 56% of new clients are 
women. We also have a disproportionate 
rate of infection in our minority communi- 
ties. The projected increase in new clients 
for last year was 12-15% which is about 
960-1140 new clients. The actual increase 
was 22% with a total of 1200. new clients. 
78% of clients were infected through the use 
of IV drugs or by sexual contact with an IV 
drug user or someone who previously had 
sexual contact with an IV drug user etc. We 
obviously aren’t paying attention. 

Pay attention now. HIV is a blood-borne 
pathogen, it is also found in bodily fluids 
such as vaginal fluids and semen. This 
means HIV can be transmitted through the 
blood or through sexual contact. How to 
prevent transmission: do not use any IV 
drugs and abstain from sex. How to reduce 
the possibility of transmission: don’t share 
needles, if you must, clean your syringe 
thoroughly by soaking the pieces in a solu- 
tion of water with bleach. Pass the solution 
through the syringe a few times and let it 
dry before use. Every single time you en- 
gage in sexual activity USE A CONDOM! 
This includes oral sex. If performing oral 
sex On a woman use a dental dam or a piece 
of syran wrap. USE THE CONDOM 
PROPERLY! If it slips off, get a new one. 
If it feels like it may have torn, check it out. 
If you are unsure about something read the 
directions on the package. This is not hard

Almost everyone gets a loan when they 
decide to buy a car. There’s paperwork in- 
volved, a credit check, phone calls to make, 
and waiting for a response. Most car 
dealerships can take care of everything for 
the customer right there, but there is still 
some anxiety for the half hour or so that it 
takes to get an approval response from a loan 
company. Imagine everything involved with 
buying a car, multiply it by a thousand, add 
a few weeks onto the half hour of waiting. 
Now you have the equivalent of buying a 
house. 

My beautiful wife of three years and I are 
still in the waiting phase of buying our first 
house. I wonder why they say first house? 
It is torture enough buying one. What would 
make someone want to do this again? We 
have learned a lot by this experience, but it 
was not easy. Here are some things that I 


want to pass on to you so that when you get 
to this part in life, maybe things will be 
easier. 

First, and definitely most important, give 
yourself a credit check yourself. It is really 
easy to get four or five credit cards and pay 
$25 dollars a month on each one (forever). 
Pay off and cancel as many as you can. 
Lenders like to see credit cards that have 
been paid off, and not used, for six months. 
Try and keep one credit card like Mastercard 
or Visa as the only one still active with a 
low balance. 

Next, start saving money on a regular 
basis. Most people get money from rela- 
tives to help out with the deposit, but large 
sums of money like this are considered gifts. 
The person giving the money to you will 
have to get paperwork filled out and signed. 
Also, there are costs for an inspection

kids, they even dray you little pictures and 
substitute “cum” for semen to make sure you 
know what’s going on.’ “It’s not worth it,” 


‘Sandra commented, “You used to be able to 


have unprotected sex with someone and the 
worst that could happen is you could get 
pregnant. Nowadays you could die. It’s not 
worth it.” All you young men out there who 
would be embarrassed to check something 
on the directions, be assured that whoever 
you are with will appreciate the effort. 
Michelle commented that one of the most 
common things that she hears from infected 
people is “‘I know, but they don’t know.” 

People have a difficult time confronting 
their own mortality, and there has been so 
much encouraging news in the papers and 
on TV about the new treatments that it is 
easy to forget that there is no cure. “people 
think that they can just take the meds and 


($200), an appraisal ($300), a title search 
for the house ($380), and that’s only the 
beginning.

they will be fine, they don’t seem to under- 
stand just how sick the meds can make you.” 
“Everybody does things they regret,” said 
Michelle. “You really want to think about 
this long and hard. This regret could kill 
you.” 

Charles Carnahan wanted to leave the 
readers with a final thought, “Anything one 
can do to help get this message out that 
AIDS is still a problem is a help. Treat- 
ments have improved but there is no cure. 
AIDS is still a terminal illness, the only cure 
is not to be infected. If you must engage in 
risk factors, do it safely. Prevention is still 
the key.”
